14. Lightning — For added protection of this vkJeo unit 
receiver during a lightning storm, or when it is left 
unattended and unused for long periods of time, 
unplug it from the wall outlet and disconnect the 
antenna or cable system.

• To avoid blowing the fuse, be sure to start your 
car engine before inserting the cigarette lighter 
plug of the Car Battery Cord into the lighter 
socket.

The date and time operates on a miniature 
battery preinstalled in the underside of your 
Palmcorder.

Place the new Battery into the Battery 
tray with the 0 mark facing down.
